My Dear Pulse:* I am very much 
touched by tho happy thought you had 
to intrust me with ths pleasant mission 
of being the godfather to your sou. 1 
have accepted it as the consecration of 
the souvenirs of our old time relations, 
rs an evidence of friendship to your 
noble family, and as a now league with 
liberal Italy and with tho friend of 
France. Tell the Duchess of San 
Donato how much I am pleased to find 
myself releted to her in this way and 
I say this for Madame Thiers as well 
as for myself. I am now engaged in 
preparing my works so that I can pre- 
sent them to my god sou at tho com- 
mencement of his library. I hope that 
the volumes I intend togivo him, when 
they are decently bound, will form a 
basis of historic and literary instruc- 
tion which will put him iu the way of 
great studies necessary to his rank and 
Lib probable destiny. I make for him 
the most sincere wishes, and I hope 
that he will be worthy of his family

THE FISHERIES. 

A few v»eoks ago, in the course of au 
article on the duties of tbc Fisheries Com- 
mission, then sitting at Halifax, wo asked 
tho British Columbia fisheries ? and the 
if the Commission would tacitly dc-al with 
point wo raisod was this: British Co- 
lumbia is part of Canada. The Comuiis- 
Bion hud mot to consider the amount of 
compensation that should he paid Canada 
by tho United Stntes for tho admission of 
American fishermen to tho same rights 
and privileges on (JtmarficMi. fishing grounds 
as British subjects. Wo contended, there- 
fore, that should those fishiug rights aud 
privilegos bo extended to Americans 
under the general term of Canadian, with- 
out tho localities to which they aro to be 
oonfiued being specified, that there was 
a danger that British Columbia fisheries 
might bo included in tho arrangement, 
and that Americans would have the same 
right to work our inshore fisheries that 
they now have to work tho inshore fish- 
eries of tho Maritime Provinces. British 
Columbians aro well aware— too well 
aware— that such a concession would be a 
monstrous injustice, because this Province 
is not admitted to tho privileges under the 
"Washington Treaty that are enjoyed by 
the Eastern Provinces. We cannot send 
a fish or a gallon of fish-oil into a United 
States port without paying a duty thereon 
which is practically prohibitive. And yet 
it is quite possible that under the Wash- 
ington Treaty Americans have as much 
right to fish in these waters as British sub- 
jects have, and that if fish and oils be se- 
cured by American vessels that they will 
be allowed to enter American ports free of 
customs duty .while the sumo treaty would 
practically prohibit the entry of tho same 
produce if taken by British vessels. It 
was to this point we directed tho attention 
of the Commission. There have been ho 
many blunders in diplomacy through 
which tho interests of British Columbia 
have been sacrificed that we deemed the 
occasion a fitting one to put tho British 
members of the Commission on their 
guard against tho wiles of Uncle Samuel's 
representatives. The Toronto frVo&e, whilst 
admitting the justice of Columbia's claim 
to bo admitted tothe benefits of tho Wash- 
inton Treaty, assumes that wo supposed 
one of the chief duties of the Com- 
mission was to deal with tho fisheries of 
this Province; but our object was to call 
attention to tho fact that our fisherios woro 
in danger of being sacrificed under tho 
general title of Canadian fisheries without 
reciprocal privileges boiug accorded us; 
and we aro not sure that such not 
tho effect of the recent negotiations.

p Cariboo Grand Jury Report. 

To Sir M. B. Begbie, Ski., hie/ Justice 
of British Columbia:— 'Una Grand Jury 
empanneletl at Richfield, 10th Sept., re- 
spectfully report, 

That they regret that reasons of state 
should have prevented tliu holding of an 
earlier Court of Assize this year, nvo men, 
tvro of whom have now boon acquitted, 
having beea ineareoratod at, the expense of 
tha Province for over seven mouths -wait- 
ing trial. 

They beg to call attoution to what has 
been referred to again and again by pre- 
Tious Grand Juries, namely, the disgrace- 
ful state of the Court House, Retyjrd Office 
and Juil atRichlield. While harulsomo and 
commodious, public buildings have boen 
erected in othor less important localities, 
Cariboo is still forced to put up with the 
old mouldoring log houses built in 1861. 
The Court House is hardly lit for adecout 
stable, and contain*) noithor furniture nor 
accommodations for judges or spectators, 
the jurors, both Grand and Petty, boiug 
obliged to resort for deliberation to a 
room in a hotol. separated merely by a 
thin partition from the public bar- room, 
•where conversation, unless carried on in 
the lowest tones, can ho easily overheard. 
The Record Office contuins no provision 
for the safety of the numerous books of 
record which have accumulated during 
sixteen years, containing the particulars 
of all the miniDg titles, chattol and othor 
mortgages and transfers, &o., recorded 
during that poriorl. These books might 
be dostroyed by liro al any time, or ab- 
stracted with esse by malicious parties, 
causing irreparable injury and confusion. 
The Jail on close inspection has been 
found tu be utterly unsuitable for the safe 
detontion of prisoners, being rotten, and 
from its limited accommodation and want 
of proper ventilation calculated to pro- 
duco disease. There is no accommodation 
for the jailer, nor is there any enclosed 
yard for the ordinary exercise of prison- 
ers, considered necessary elsewhere, whilo 
prisoners can hold communication with 
friends outside, unless constantly locked 
in their cells, as it is necessary to open 
the window to securosome little fresh air. 
It has been found necessary to keop irons 
on the prisoners who have beou waiting 
trial for over seven months to secure their 
safety. 

They beg also to represent that unless 
some further work of construction be done 
on the Bnlkhead above Barkerville before 
next spring great damage must inevitably 
ensue to the town during high water. 

They have much pleasuro in reporting 
that on inspecting the Royal Hospital 
they found that indispenaablo institution 
in excellent condition and well managed. 
Great improvements have been recently 
made to the building, for defraying the 
expense of which a liberal subscription 
was raised in this vicinity.

I am glad 
that wo are getting somo now blood in, 
and that tho people below are taking a 
hand in tho enterprise, aud I only hopo 
thoy will bo repaid a thousand fold. Wo 
havo a good fair pros| ect ahead of us.aud 
if tho quartz interest is over to bo devel- 
oped our company will do it;they are going 
tho right way to work aud lam sure that 
in Harper as an export and Ingerstoffas 
amalgamator wo have two as good won as 
we could wish for. There are a great 
many lodges taken up, some of which are 
pronounced as good looking ledges by 
Harper, but not much work is beingdouo 
yet ou thorn. Most of thorn aro waiting 
"the results of our crushing, I expoct that 
in a week wo will havo our maohiuory at 
work. Tho first quartz wo will start on 
will bo from the Stcadmun ledge, from 
which we are now taking out rock and 
sorting it. Harper has Chinese to do this 
work as ho says they do it the best after a 
little experience. I expoct wo will crush 
from 40 to 50 toes from this ledge to test 
it, by which time we will have our tun- 
nel iu on the Bonanza, and givo that n 
good trial by crushing 40 or 00 tons from 
from liter". Wo aro running a bed-rock 
tunnel in on it about 155 feet long to 
strike the lodge about 54 feet deep. Wo 
havo had assays from it of $29 per ton and 
from the size of it and the largo amount 
of milling rook in it, and the facility of 
getting it out $20 per ton would pay with 
" irgo mill. Of course wo don't expect 
to make anything out of crnshiugs with 
r small mill, but only to test tho 
value of tho quartz for largor maehiuory, 
our small mill taking nearly as many 
hands to run it as one ten times tho pow- 
er. One thing is sure, aud that is, if wo 
are successful that the country can only 
thank the Elliott Government for their 
liberal assistance to us in sending Harper 
here and buying the machinery for us; 
but principally through Harper, as had 
ho not come WO would 'ero this havo giv- 
en up quartz, through our ignorance not 
knowing good from had rock. Wo had a 
meeting last night for the purpose of in- 
corporating tho company, aud a commit- 
tee of five were appointed consisting of 
Messrs. Byrne8,Neufelder,Thompson,Ma- 
son and Bonnie, to take steps aud report 
to the company next Thursday. I think 
this is a good move. Do all you can to 
get all the outside assistance possible, 
tho fear being that our Cariboo people in 
their anxiety to secure tho success of tho 
enterprise, may load themselves too 
heavily with stock, whilo if it is placod in 
many hands and in small quantities, as- 
sessments could be made that would in- 
sure complete success. It would be a 
pity to fail for luck of a little outside as- 
sistance. Tho express is at the door aud 
I must therefore cloiio at onco.

British Columbia and the Fisheries Ar- 
bitration. 

(Toronto Globe.) 

There are somo persons who do not 
evon yet seem clearly to understand what 
are the duties devolving upon the Fish- 
eries Commission uow sitting at Halifax. 
Among these are certain British Colum- 
bians, who seem to imagine that the Com- 
missioners havo some power or intention 
of dealing with their interests. A Vic- 
toria newspaper, after complaining loudly 
aud justly of thn manner in which British 
Columbia was treated by tho Washington 
Treaty negotiators, concludes its remarks 
with the followiog: — 

" What is tho commission doing at Ha- 
lifax? Is it dealing with tho fisheries of 
British Columbia? Is it tacitly throwing 
open the rich and almost unexplored 
mines of sea-wealth to tho free una of 
American fishermen? Or, will it confino 
itself to fixing Iho sum to bo paid in com- 
pouiiatioii ? if Americans will not recog- 
nize the right of British Columbia to ga- 
ther the fruits of tho Washington Treaty, 
why should American vessels be allowed 
to cutcii British Columbia fish ? It would 
really seem to us that tho time has arriv- 
ed for a clear and perfect understanding 
on this fishery mutter." 

It may allay the anxiety of our contem- 
porary to know that the Commissioners 
will not deal with tho British Columbian 
fisheries at all. British Columbia has no 
local interests iu tho award whatsoever, 
but is only concerned as a part of the Do- 
minion in tho award being us large as 
possible, inasmuch as it would bo a con- 
tribution to the national treasury. In 
tho negotiation of the Washington Treaty 
British Columbia's rights were wholly 
ignored, nor were any fishery concessions 
made to the Americans on the Pacific 
const. Tho then Prime Minister of Ca- 
nada had only one, thing in view connect- 
ed with British Columbia at that moment, 
and that win the political advantages iu 
one form or othor be might obtain for 
himself by the union then being arranged. 
Lie, and he ulono, was in a position to 
servo her. The proceedings of the Joint 
High Commission wero secret. The re- 
sult, when announced, startled everybody. 
While Sir John A. Macdonold was at 
Washington, helplessly letting e very thing 
go by the board, tho British Columbian 
de-legates wero at Ottawa, aud tho terms 
of union were being agreed to. They 
could know nothing of what Sir John and 
his fellow-Commissioners were doing, but 
ho knew exactly how matters stood on 
both Bides Yet ho lacked either tho 
sense or the loyally to his new acquisition 
to stipulate that British Columbia should 
derive any benefits that might accrue from 
tho fishery clauses of tho treaty. Some- 
body or other looked after Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland, although tho 
former (lid not, join (lie Dominion vntil 
two years afterwards, and Newfoundland 
is not a member oftheOonfederation to this 
day. But, although British Columbia 
was thou on tho very eve of eoneuinnnd- 
ing hor arrangements for coming in, no- 
body find a word to say iu her behalf. All 
that can bo said for this scandalous piece 
of negligence is, that it is m keeping with 
tho whole of tho ahumef ul record.

Ono 
newspaper niatbematiciandiguros Young's 
estate as bankrupt, on. tho assumption 
that each widow will be entitled to her 
third. As there tiro eighteen widows 
they will be entitled to eighteen thirds, 
which is thirty-six million. How thoy 
can get this amount out of six millions 
naturally puzzles the most iicoomplishod 
mathematicians. 

Niles G. Parker, of South Carolina, has 
made a full confession of tho frauds 
charged against liim. Ho admits having 
issued 810,200,000 of State bonds under 
cover of seeming to issue §3.200,000. A 
large sum was given to the Bluo Ridge 
Railroad Compauy, of which Senator 
Patterson was Prosideut; 3500,000 was 
spent to secure the election of this official, 
§500,000 was spout in bribing Stato or- 
ticors and legislators, and the rest was 
pocketed by the confederates. Iho laws 
by which the deceit in issuing bonds was 
made possiblo wore drawn up by ex- 
Governor Chamberlain. On tho whole, 
the disclosure is a most damagiag one. 

The New York Times, after alluding to 
tho old song which says, "Uncle Sam has 
land enough to buy us all a farm," pro- 
ceeds to show that the habitable laud of 
tho United States is becoming very much 
limited, and thus concludes — "Thora is 
no use in attempting to disguise the fact 
that tho 'national domain' iB gone. It 
does not exist as a fertile and inviting 
field. Much of it is occupiod by substan- 
tial and prosperous towns and settle- 
ments. Much more is available for the 
useful purposes which wo have indicated. 
But it is folly to suppose that the nation 
has much more agricultural laud to sell 
or givo away." 



| Tho upshot is that British Columbia to- 
day is as though no Treaty of Washing- 
ton had over been negotiated. The Ameri- 
cans would concodo nothiag they were 
not compelled to concede, and havo mean- 
ly endeavored to render othor concessions 
valueless, The Parliament and Oovern- 
mont of tho Dominion aro powerless in 
the promises. Tho Americans havo now 
no right to fish thoy havo not always had, 
and if thoy infringe on tho rights of Can- 
ada in British Columbian waters, thoy 
should bo driven oil". Canadians certain- 
ly need not bo squeamish iu their truat- 
mont of any such intruders, and tho mure 
firmly tho authority of tho Dominion is 
assorted tho better. Meantime, ourfellow- 
countrymon in British Columbia, whilo 
assured that no now assault will bo made 
on their privileges or rights, may consols 
themselves with tho conviction that if 
thoy ure wronged iu any way by the 
Washington Treaty of 1871, thoy are only 
sharers iu tho common oxporiouce of tho 
whole Dominion. 



Testing the Keely Motor. 

(Philadelphia Preen, August M.) 

Last night, at number 1422 North 
Twontieth street, in tho presenco of a 
number of scientific gentlemen, in- 
cluding R. H. DeBurk, engineer; Col- 
onel Bell, of New York; Professor 
Wise, the aeronaut; Mi f-u voMr. 
Bickol, and John W. Keely's assistants, 
Messrs. Mooro and Chaunco, and the 
officers of tho company, there was a 
test given of the machine which has 
been known as the "Keely motor." 
All tho tests given were successful, the 
last one being slightly marred by a 
split iu one sorvice pipe, not at all 
militating against tho experiment as a 
fact. The operation of the machine is 
so simple that those who havo laughed 
at, the telegraph aud locomotive will 
ceasotodoso the same as thoy did 
with those wonderful inventions. A 
rubber hose, live eights of an inch, is 
attached to a hydrant, aud water, 
about two or three gallons — is passed 
into tbo machine. Tho gauges with 
graduated scales, indieato tbo height 
of the water column, tho result vary- 
ir g.asit does, so far as the result is 
concerned. Air is forced into the up- 
right column on the left with a pump, 
tha pressure applied being usually 
about five pounds, somo times as much 
as ten pounds. By application of more 
air, or by "bleeding" of the gauges, 
the pressure is regulated at will, and 
the machine is technically called "set." 
The operation merely consists, then, 
in a motion of tbo lever already de- 
scribed; and certainly last night it3 
results wero wonderful, and demon- 
strated that the power is made from 
hydrant wafer and ordinary air, no 
chemicals about it, and it will drive an 
engine aud transmit power. The 
vapour pnsses fiom a machino into a 
steel shell and into a condensing ap • 
paratUB, whence it goos to a. small 
tube, and thence to tho engine The 
valves were all opened to show the 
machine was clear, air introduced, aud 
the lover was lifted, the first move 
showing 1,750 pound-pressure on the 
gauge to tho square inch, aud though 
the chamber for condensing was open 
the current did not blow out a match 
held over it. With six and a half 
pounds air prossuro, the gauge in- 
dicated 5,200 pounds to tho inch, and 
then 0,700 to tho third trial. On the 
fourth it lifted a large lever, (weighed) 
registering 5,000 dead weight. The 
vapour was turned into an expulsion 
chamber, and the cap flew off with a 
report like a rillo, frightening half 
those present, and lastly, a live-borse 
power engino, with throe-fourth inch 
stroke and twenty four inch fly-wheel, 
was driven at ti8d revolutions to the 
miuuto. The skeptical engineers wero 
convinced that tho power was there, 
and that it could bo applied. The 
presont machine cost §00,000. Ono 
of the engineers said they had produc- 
ed fourteen and a half vacum on one 
experiment, aud fifteen is perfect, as 
all engineers know. A public test will 
be given shortly. 



The Lady Socialists of Russia. 

The Russian socialists in London have 
published die photographic likenesses of 
the ladies who have been recently con- 
demned to long years of hard laborer dis- 
tant exila. Their faces are all those of 
women thoroughly iu earnest, and soma 
of them aru very lair to see. for among 
the condemned ure several ladies of posi 
tion, young and handsome and cultured, 
against whom no charge was made of any- 
thing but such a protest agninst existing 
institutions us a strong government might 
well ignore, or, at most, lightly puni.-h. 
Ono of thorn, the fairest of their number, 
is now fast fading away, her health having 
been altogether broken by the severity of 
the imprisonment lor nearly two years 
which proceeded her trinl. A poem writ- 
ten by hor in prison, and now circulating 
widely but a civtly in Russia, serves iu 
some extent to show what are tho feelings 
which may actuate such enthusiasts as M. 
Tourguenoff has described. The follow- 
ing lines contain a literal prose translation 
of its verse; 

"My "deadly sin, my criminal design, 
punish O judgo, but simply, rapidly; 
without pretense, without pharisaical 
mask, without speeches for the defence. " 

"Having donned peasants' bond, in- 
stead of robes, and having 'criminally' 
doffed shoes. I thither went where groan 
our bret hren, where the poor are ami ttor- 
ual toil." 

"Surprised 'in the act,' on tho scene of 
crime have I been brought up for judg- 
ment; to what purpose aro those witness- 
es aud depositions? All things bear wit- 
ness against me I 

"Ask not, O judge I uselons questions. 
Look at me! I am all proofs. Oa ray 
shoulders the dress of the people, my feet 
bare, my bands callous with toil." 

"All broken am I by hard labor. But 
know that in my heart of heart, deeper 
than all others, is ono proof buried— lovo 
to my native lane 

"Know this, t 
nal I maybe, tk 

loss over me. Noll am inaccessible to 
harsh treatment, and now not thou wilt 
conquer, But I. " 

"During my lifetime thou mayeet 
punish mo. But my malady has already 



entered u protest. And over mo impends, 
as thou soost and knowost, only a brief 
arrest." 

"Always holding that same lovo shall I 
dio. And, dropping the prison koys, over 
my pillow will bond my bauishors with a 
tear and a prayer."
